He was married but had not lived 
with his wife, Mrs. Gladys Hartzell, 
1712 Poplar Grove street. Baltimore, 
who has been ill at Homewood Hos­ 
pital, for about a year. 
Identification of the body 
as be­ 
ing that Hartzell was made Wednes­ 
day afternoon by Custer A. Beltman, 
Baltimore, an uncle of (the young 
man. 
Hartzell, who had worked in the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad valuation 
department for about a year, was a 
lieutenant in the Reserve corps and 
had just returned from a summer 
training camp at Norfolk, Virginia. 
During the World War, he was an ex­ 
pert gunner in the army. 
Visited Here 
Hartzell frequently visited Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles W. Gardner, York street, 
here, his last visit being on Memorial 
Day. 
Friends of the young man here 
believe that domestic unhappiness was 
a eoatributing factor to the youth’s 
act. 
In addition to marital difficul­ 
ties, Hartzell’s worries were increas­ 
ed, it is said by friends here, by 
reason of the fact that his mother and 
father are not living together. 
Relatives of the young man went 
to Baltimore Wednesday afternoon.
